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Youth, declines, thefe Diftempers do often decreafe, 
and at laft wear out of therafelves : Which ftiews 
what Affiftances Art ought to contribute, to bring 
about the fame EfFed in a lefs Time. 

iMnufthere own my Omiffion to open the Stowach 
and Guts, in order to view the State of their Con- 
tents, where the Gall was entirely wanting, which 
might have given fome Light to this Obfervation. 
This Omiffion happened through fome Hurry at the 
Time, which I regret^ but am apt to believe, that as 
moft of his Aliments. were Liquids, the Alterations 
would not have been very confpicuous or obvious to 
the Sight. And I hope it will not be impra&icable to 
make fome Experiments on live Animals for thisPur- 
pofe, with more Care and Attention, for fupply- 
ing, what may have been defeftive in this Obfer- 
vation..
